Sir: 

This paper is responsive to the Office Action dated March 15, 2004. Claims 1-92 
are pending in the instant application. Initially Applicant gratefully acknowledges the 
indication of allowability of claims 10 16 and 39-45 (subject to being rewritten in 
independent form). Claims 1-9, 17-38 and 46-92, however, presently stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. §§ 102 and/or 103 as allegedly unpatentable over various items. 
Without acquiescence in the grounds of the rejection or prejudice to pursue at a later 
time, Applicant herein has amended independent claims 1, 30, 59, and 76 to 
incorporate the subject matter of the allowed dependent claims 10 and/or 39. Claims 3, 
10, 32, 39, 61, and 78 have been canceled as a result, and claims 4-6, 9, 11-15, 33-35, 
40-44, 50, 62-64, 67, 74, 79-81, 84, 86, and 88 have been amended to change their 
dependency in view of the claim cancellations or for minor reasons such as to clarify 
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antecedent basis. It is believed that all of the currently pending claims are in condition 
for final allowance. 

Accordingly, please amend this application as shown herein. In view of the 
amendments herein, final allowance of the application is respectfully requested.

Amendments to the Claims are reflected in the listing of claims which begins on 
page 3 of this paper. 

Remarks begin on page 27 of this paper. 
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
